Thé DeKalb 
county delegation, which voted against 
the bill as adopted, were the prime 
movers in the modification attempts, 
along with Representative Harrell, of 
Brooks county. 

Mrs. Helen Douglas Mankin sought 
to amend the bill so it would not af- 
fect chains which operate in only one 
county, such as drug chains operating 
in Atlanta, but her move was defeated. 
She then voted against the bill. 

Galleries Packed. 

As the house voted the galleries 
were packed by a large delegation from 
the Georgia Better Business Asso- 
ciation which supported the bill and 
which sent the delegation here to 
lobby it through the assembly. 

Although the ways and means com- 
mittee which redrafted the bill as 
originally written by Speaker Harris 
and his Richmond county colleagues, 
Representatives Lanier and Barrett, 
had exemptel filling stations and other 
automobile accessory stores from the 
effects of the bill, the house voted to 
strike this exemption on motion of 
Representative Evans, of McDuffie 
county, whose amendment will force 
the big oil companies to pay the high 
tax on the stations they operate them- 
selves.

Hopkins insisted that the nation 
must view the relief problem real- 
istically. Private agencies which once 
directed the entire task of dispensing 
charity to the needy poor, he said, 
still may play a limited role in the 
social picture.

FIXED? WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—White House announcements are 
saying everything is fixed to get the court packing bill 

through congress. The President does not need to call in any more 
senators; he has enough lined up already. In fact, he is relaxing so 
much he plans to get away for a spring vacation in a week or so. 

This is one side of the story. There is another. 

A directly opposite interpretation of the public relaxation hiatus is 
hinted in the following series of significant inside incidents. 


SHAKES No one in congress has better poise than Chairman Henry 

Ashurst of the senate judiciary committee, who is tech- 
nically in charge of the court bill in the upper house. He has taken high 
hurdles under Olympic pressure before, but, after his committee meet- 
ing the other day, he was unprecedentedly unnerved. 

The senator actually trembled when he talked to reporters. 

Friendly Senator Pat McCarran remained behind to help him. 
Ashurst gave the votes on various propositions and then almost yelled 
to reporters to check up with others before these figures were used. 

Old senate habitues have never seen him—or many other senators— 
so upset. ) 

Conflicting pressure from the White House and from their influential 
constituents back home seems to have rubbed them raw. 


WARNING Democratic Floor Leader Joe Robinson was asked face- 
‘ tiously by reporters if any more senators were to be 
called down to the White House ‘to be rapped over the knuckles.”

made the spokesman. The others were obviously afraid to talk. They 

all took it very seriously except Bachelor Chairman Sumners of house 

judiciary committee.

‘ “Better talk to Bankhead—we’ve got to have some consistency about

Mr. Sumners has not chosen to say so yet, but he is against any 
court-packing. When interviewed, he is in the habit of teling stories 
taller than the oil gushers in his native Texas, although some of them 
have just as much substance, after being refined. 

All that the wise Bankhead would say, of course, was that the Presi- 
dent sanctioned their action in shoving the fight off upon the senate, 
although he did not use those words.

A Rocky mountain Democratic senator announced his opposition 
soon after Mr. Roosevelt submitted the plan. Later, he was called to 
the White House. Emerging, he said that, out of courtesy to the Presi- 
dent, the proposal must be considered very seriously and fully. Some 
of his people back home interpreted this as ‘‘backsliding,” and wrote 
him scornful letters. He undoubtedly will vote against the plan if it 
ever gets to a vote, but, for the time being, he is perspiring freely.

3. Employers shall recognize labor’s 
right to collective bargaining. 

4. The majority of any class of em- 
ployes shall have the right to. deter- 
mine who shall represent that class. 

>. Employers. shall be prohibited 
from making contracts which force 
employes either to join or refrain from 
joining labor organizations, 

The bill would establish a ship labor 
adjustment board divided for adminis- 
tration into four divisions, having au- 
thority over Atlantic, Pacific, gulf and 
Great Lakes ports. Its 40 members 
include 16 representatives of labor, 
16 of the employers, four named by 
shippers using interstate and foreign 
waterways, and four designated by the 
secretary of labor.

GEORGE CHALLENGES BORAH 
ON TRADE AGREEMENTS, 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—In a 
lively debate with Senator Borah, of 
Idaho, today during consideration of 
the resolution to extend President 
Roosevelt’s time for negotiating recip- 
rocal trade agreements to three years, 
Senator Walter F. George, of Geor- 
gia, challenged the Idahoan’s right to 
call the trade pacts treaties.

dangerous by night than by day, an 
ilinmminating specialist told highway 
officials of several states today that 
adequate lighting of main country 
road is the cheapest and surest 
preventive.
